A board of educatkn does not pos­ 
sess the right to discriminate against 
high school fraternities, the supreme 
court, en banc, held today in an opin- 
i ion rendered in the case of W. R. 
Wright, et JÜL, parents of children at­ 
tending one of the high schools in St. 
Louis against tho board of educa­ 
tion of St. Louis. 
The action was brought to enjoin 
the board of education from enforc­ 
ing a rule adopted by it, declaring 
that pupils who become and remain 
members of a high school fraternity 
are rendered ineligible to member 
: ship in any organization authorized 
and fostered by the school and are 
not entitled 
to represent 
or parti 
eipate In any of its graduation exer­ 
cises. 
At a hearing 
before 
the 
circuit 
court of St. Louis the plaintiffs peti­ 
tion was dismissed and the hoard 
was held to be authorised to adopt 
and enforce the rule. 
The supreme court, however, re­ 
manded this cause with directions to 
the circuit court to set aside its judg­ 
ment and enter a decree perjiet ually 
enjoining the respondent from in any 
manner enforcing the rule. 
The opiion declared that nothing 
had been shown as to the conduct of 
the pupils, alleged to be within the 
purview.of the rule, to support the 
ccnclusion that their membership in 
the societies has proved detrimental 
to the operation and control of the 
school. 
In the absence ot such evi­ 
dence the opinion says, the reason 
for the rule, so far as this case is 
concem e I, ceases to exist.

The flax-plant grew wild in many* 
parts of Europe, 
usually 
standing 
about two feet high. 
Members of 
the tribes which dew it in the Swiss 
lake villages learned that the inner 
bark of the flax stalk could be sep­ 
arated into long thin strands. 
They 
also found that these strands could 
i 
be made into thread. 


To get the best results, the stalk 
had to be soaked in water for sever­ 
al days, then dried in the sun and 
cracked open. 
After that was done 
to a bunch of flax stalks, hundreds 
of thin strands of flax—each 18 or 
20 inches long—were obtained- 


To 
make 
the 
strands 
strong 
enough for thread, they were twist­ 
ed. 
The twisting was first done be­ 
tween the fingers, but this was too 
slow*. 
Someone tied a stone or peb­ 
ble at one end of a flax strand, and 
spun ft around. This gave the strand 
a very good twist, but was clumsy. 


Later it was learned that a round 
stone would spin best, and that a 
hole in the middle made it easier to 
fasten the strand. 


At this point, the spinning-wheel 
was invented. 


The first 
spinning-wheels 
w'ere 
small round stones, from one to two 
inches in diameter. 
Many of these 
have been found 
in the 
ruins 
of 
Swiss lake dwellings. 


Oiher spinning-wheel* were made 
of clay, and many of these have al­ 
so been found.

Flax thread wound about a small 
round stick was found beside 
one 
clay spinning-wheel.

CHICAGO, Dc. 6.—Heavier 
fines, 
jail sentences and trips through mor­ 
gues and hospitals to view' the dead 
and injured victims of reckless auto- 
mobilists are becoming effective 
in 
many parts of 
the middle-west to 
curb the steadily mounting toll of 
auto victims, a digest from the re­ 
port of several states shows. 
Fines alone, the reports indicate, 
arc not proving effective. In Chicago 
and 
Cook 
County, 
despite 
heavy 
fines, the death toll in automobile 
accidents for the fiscal year ending 
November 30, was 736 livs, as com­ 
pared with 6C0 last year and 542 the 
year before. 
There w'ere 75 automo­ 
bile deaths last month. 
In iAwisville. fines have also fail­ 
ed, oflh iais said. 
One police judge 
there imposes fines of $2 for each 
mile exceeding the limit per hour 
and adds jail sentences if the prison­ 
er was intoxicated. 
A successful campaign was launch­ 
ed at Detroit more than a year ago 
when Judge Charles L. Bartlett be­ 
gan sending speeders 
to jail 
for 
terms of one to fifteen days. Among 
those sentenced was 
John 
Duval 
IH>dge, wealthy 
young 
man, 
who 
served five days. 
Recently, speeding returned to De­ 
troit and Judge Bartlett began con­ 
ducting offenders through the mor­ 
gues and hospitals to see the results 
of speeding. Arrests the week after 
the trips started dropped from 76 to 
25. 
Jail sentences have been invoked, 
and in some cases drivers* licenses 
have been revoked. 
Cleveland with 
116 deaths and 2,386 injuries in traf­ 
fic act idents up to the middle of No­ 
vember. gives workhouse 
sentences 
and hospital visits as well as fines. 
Six speeders were recently sentenc­ 
ed to attend the funeral of a four- 
year old victim of a speeder. 
In Des Moines, Police Chief John 
Hammond has 
ordered intoxicated 
drivers held without ball, while judg­ 
es are adding jail sentences In many 
cases to heavy tines. 
Judge George E. Mix. of SL Louis, 
who assesses fines as high as $300 
has added a traffic law school to his 
court. 
Speeders who 
admit 
they 
know the traffic 
ordinance 
draw' 
heavy fines. 
Those who do not are 
required to sit down between two 
policemen and study it. 
When they 
can recite the entire 
law 
to 
the 
judge they get a lighter fine. 
In Indiana, the secretary of state 
has revoked six autoists licenses on 
rccomitiendatIons of courts, and he 
has promised to continue doing this. 
Judge Delbert Wilmoth of the Indi­ 
anapolis court, has added jail senten­ 
ces to finog on third convictions. 
Kansas City has had occasional 
heavy fines and jail sentences, but 
no

campaign 
against 
speeders. 
Police take license inum­ 
bers of traffic law' violators and on 
the third violation a fine of $25 is 
imposed. 
Judge W. F. Wappick. of Omaha, 
takes speeders to hospitals in the 
police patrol to see their victims and 
then asseses fines.

J. 
McAtee, 
of 
Sun Francisco recently sentenced a 
speeder to sixty days in jail and an­ 
nounced he would continue a drastic 
campaign against traffic law
